Howovor, toe Cablaot 
baa determined that Mi* Administratioa mam bo to a position to 
dsmsastrate toad the iltisttffl to onder c octroi tbroo gtawd ell depart* 
meets and a genci es. Already car regelations provide that eononXtants 
moot bo asod only to on advisory capacity aad that any eitoatien 
creating a possible conflict of interest onset bo reported immediately. 
Nevertheless, S mm called open to make a report to the Cabinet on the 
sypife o H on of the criteria cot forth above to on see of advioory 
comm ittees.
